Ciccio drew himself up, imitat- 


ing the great men of Justice and 
Liberty. "It is my duty to my 
country, to mankind, and to the 
Duce." 


Like all Italians, Ciccio blamed 


the disasters of life on the govern- 
ment, and 1928 was a year' of 
hatred for the Fascist Regime. In 
January his wife died in childbirth 
and the baby, a boy survived her 
by less than a week. 


His hopes that this boy Claudio, 


now 18 and earning well as an as- 
sistant to the keeper of t'he clog 
pound, might help him pay off 
the heavy debts were blasted early 
in April, The boy announced he 
had been "invited" to join the 
Fascist Militia, which no one 
dared refuse, and would leave for 
camp before the first of May, 
Even Cicoio, his hatred of the 
Regime greater than ever, did not 
have the courage to say no, 


It was Renzo, one of Ciccio's 


chief creditors, who came to the 
rescue, 
His niece, Clementina, 


had inherited nearly 5,000 lire 
from her father in Waterbury, 
Conn, She was 20, a childless 
widow, and far from beautiful; 
few of her neighbors knew of the 
legacy. With the double interest 
of helping his old friend and safe- 
guarding his loans, Renzo promot- 
ed her marriage to Ciccio. In 
early August they were married, 
thus nearly liquidating Ciccio's 
debts and at the same time pro, 
viding a mother for his children, 
a cook, and a wife, 


After the excitement, 
sorrow, 


and expenses of 1928, life leveled 
itself off for Ciccio. In 1929, de- 
mentia gave 
b i r t h to little 


Peodata, In 1930 she had a son, 
Livio, and in 1932 twin girls. As 
the years rolled by, a bricklayer's, 
pay went up less rapidly than 
the cost of living, but 
the in- 


creased premium for big families 
nearly covered this for Ciccio. 
He paid off his debts; Clementina 
was a good manager, There were 
the Sunday meetings with the Sig- 
nori, and once or twice a week 
an evening of wine with Marco 
nd Renzo — life was not bad 
all in those calm years before 
the 
1 wars in Ethiopia and Spain. 


With twq pairs of long woolen 


drawers, two sweaters, and a 
long scraf around his neck, his 
mason's tools on the rack behind 
the saddle, Ciccio pedaled for an 
hour and a half to Cinecilta. The

worked were now topped with 
barbed wire, and four sentries 
stood at the gate—two of Italian 
Black-SMrt militiamen on the out- 
side and two Germans inside; ,the 
gate was closed.
